physicians is caused by a tick, so 
also is the infectious relapsing fever. 
Both the diseases are destructive to 
life, and at times Intractable to treat­ 
ment. It is highly probable that ticks 
are the disseminators of many dis­ 
eases, as they are all suctorial in­

The mosquito stegomia faciata car­ 
ries the once dreaded yellow fever, 
and the mosquito anopheles spreads 
malaria. 
The common house fly is the most 
uncommon and most 
deadly, as he 
carries more different disease germs 
than any known disease-bearing in­ 
sect. It is the . 
Life-Habits of the Housefly. 
as it is 
of 
everything 
else 
that 
makes it either 
admirable 
or not. 
The habits of the fly 
inake 
it the 
most filthy, detestable 
and danger­ 
ous insect in creation. 
It lays its 
eggs in decayed or putrifying 
mat­ 
ter, 
in 
which 
there 
are 
always 
moisture and heat, due to oxidation 
processes. Such conditions are high­ 
ly favorable to the production of a 
big crop of maggots. 
One fly lays as many as a hund­ 
red and a quarter eggs. The popu­ 
lation of a city in flies, 
no matter 
what the size of the city 
may be, 
no enumerator, however 
expert he 
may be in padding his reports, can 
even estimate. The fly’s first choice 
as to where it deposits its egg is 
horse manure, but failing in this it 
returns 
to 
cow 
manure, 
human 
feces, rotten 
and 
decaying vegeta­ 
bles or refuse 
from 
kitchens and 
hotels, homes, eating places, etc. 
The eggs hatch in a short while 
and rapidly pass from the pupal to 
the full grown state. Many disease 
germs 
of 
serious 
sicknesses are 
passed from seriously 
afflicted per­ 
sons and even animals through the 
alimentary canal with the excreta; 
and as flies feed and nest on such 
p a tter they gather filth and bring it 
into our dining rooms and spread it 
on our food and dishes and in our 
milk and water. 
They eat the pus from the sores 
of animals and man, 
revel 
in the 
filth of the alleys and cesspools of 
cur cities, visit 
unprotected 
sick 
rooms, and as spit is’a favorite food 
with them, they suck 
all sorts of 
disease germs from it 
and literally 
cover their hairy 
legs 
and 
their 
pubescent wings with the 
seeds of 
death, all of which they sow in our 
homes. 
The fly being 
a 
suctorial insect 
can eat only liquid food, but is pro­ 
vided with 
salivary 
glands 
which 
enable bim to 
dissolve 
such 
sub­ 
stances as bread, 
sugar, 
rice, etc., 
bv spitting over small areas of such 
foot and then sucking it up; thus, 
h!!e feasting on our food he spits 
full of filth and disease germs. 
Sometimes 
in 
sucking 
milk and 
soups and other liquid 
foods 
the 
tube leading to his stomach clogs, 
perhaps on account of bacterial con­ 
tents, and he vomits in our food. 
How the Fly Carries Diseases 
Every person ought to, and may 
easily, know, and that he is a swift 
messenger 
of death 
no one has 
time to doubt. 
At 
the end of its 
legs 
are 
two 
membranous 
pads 
thickly set with fine 
hairs, 
which 
secrete a sickly fluid by which 
“------ he crawls 
Up the walls, 
Yet he never flails!” 
not even though 
he 
walks “upside 
down on the ceiling.” These sticky 
pads will pick up millions 
of bac­ 
teria. His segmented wings and legs, 
which have 
a 
characteristic vena­ 
tion, are covered with a downy sub­ 
stance eminently fitted for harbor­ 
ing germs. One fly may carry a mil­ 
lion or more bacteria. The typhoid

bacteria; he 
literally 
expectorates 
tubercular bacilli. 
It is plentifully proved that the 
house fly carries not 
only typhoid 
fever, but that this same 
Fly Carries Many Dangerous Diseases 
such as 
tuberculosis, 
cholera, 
bu­ 
bonic 
plague, 
leprosy, 
malignant 
rustule, 
dysentery, 
diarrhea, , and 
some believe that diphtheria, * scar­ 
let fever, measles and smallpox are 
carried by the fly. Syphilis and kin­ 
dred-diseases may thus be transmit­ 
ted.

Houston, Texas, July I.—-July 22 
the people of Texas vote on the ques­ 
tion of statewide 
prohibition. 
For 
three months the state has been torn 
by the campaign, which is growing 
more bitter as the date of election 
approaches.' Both the prohibitionists 
and the antis are claiming the elec­ 
tion by big majorities, the antis ad­ 
vancing figures based on a statewide 
canvass on which they Claim victory 
by 11,000. 


The bitterness of the campaign has 
injected personalities and the battles 
of the democratic primary and elec­ 
tion last year are being lived over 
again in this 
campaign. 
In 
that 
election the president governor, O. B. 
Colquitt, known as the “wet" candi­ 
date, was elected by a heavy major­ 
ity over two 
prohibition 
aspirants. 
However at the same time a heavy 
vote favoring the submission of the 
liquor' question was polled. This par­ 
adoxical situation has made impossi­ 
ble the forecast as to the tide of 
sentiment, the only solution probably 
being in the fact that although Col­ 
quitt was the 
majority 
choice 
for 
governor the people of Texas wish 
the liquor question settled this year 
—but how? 
Naturally Governor Colquitt is a 
pronounced adherent of the cause of 
the antis, his views were made clear 
in his campaign. But notwithstanding 
this recently he was 
petitioned 
by 
900 women of Austin not to speak at 
aa anti-prohibition to be held the fol­ 
lowing night, at which he was sched­ 
uled to be the principal orator. 
The petition was submitted shortly 
af+er 6 o’clock one evening, just as 
ihe governor was preparing to close 
his office. One of the fair petitioners 
appeared as* spokesman who present­ 
ed the paper “In the name of the 
mothers 
and 
sisters 
of 
Travis 
county.” 
The governor respectfully 
read the petition through, then dug 
down in a bottom drawer of his dqsk 
and produced a copy of a speech by 
General Sam Houston, “the Washing­ 
ton of Texas"—made in 1835 to a 
delegation of ministers 
who 
asked 
him to support a prohibition 
law. 
General Sam Houston refused, putting 
himself on record as unalterably op­ 
posed to statewide prohibition. 
After quoting from his speech Gov­ 
ernor Colquitt declared he saw no 
reason why through the medium of 
churches his right of 
free 
speech 
should be curbed. He said his views 
on the prohibition question are well 
known. 
“I stand for local option," 
declared the governor, “but should 
prohibition be carried I will do all 
in my power to 
enforce 
the 
law 
throughout the state." 
One of the fair petitioners under­ 
took to convince the governor of the 
error of his ways, declaring her be­ 
lief that “the governor’s office should 
not be used to further the cause of. 
private interests.” 
The governor re­ 
mained firm, however, and announc­ 
ed he would sp^ak as scheduled. 
After a moment of silence one of 
the women knelt a few feet from the 
governor’s chair and 
prayed. 
Her 
supplication besought divine forgive­ 
ness for the state 
executive’s 
acts 
and asked that he might see the er­ 
ror of his ways.
